-specification nor shown in the drawings and identified by reference numbers Page 5, lines 13-18 do not mention these features as alleged 
by the applicant. These introduce new matter and new issues required further consideration/search. The applicant mention "27 August, 
i.e., next business day following February 15'* in his request for consideration, which is not clear. Furthermore Du Pont shows two faces on 
the projection and the C-shaped grooves with two surfaces opposing each other.. 
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
